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SUPPLY MEN FIX RULES. 


They Adopt Trade Customs and Draw 
Up Plan for Arbitration. 


Broader Business Principles and Better Arbitration Methods Are 
the Chief Features of the New Constitution and Bylaws of the 
Associated Dealers in Paper Mill Supplies of New York. 


The most important feature of the new constitution and bylaws 
of the Associated Dealers in Paper Mill Supplies of New York, 
the organization which has succeeded the old stock dealers’ asso- 
ciation, are the rules of trade and the rules for arbitration. Copies 
of the constitution and bylaws will be ready for distribution 
shortly. 

As these rules will be adhered to rigidly in all future dealings or 
disputes of the members of the association, they are of special 
interest to the trade and the mills. Equal consideration was given 
to the interests of both buyer and seller in preparing the rules, so 
that they would be of mutual benefit to both parties in any trans- 
action. 

The new rules, as adopted, appear below for the first time: 

RuLES FOR ARBITRATION. 

Sec. 1. All persons desiring the services of an arbitration 
committee shall file with the secretary an agreement in writing 
to submit their case and abide by the decision of such committee, 
which agreement shall be signed by each of the parties thereto 
and attested by a subscribing witness. 

Sec. 2. On the filing of such agreement the secretary shall at 
once notify the president of the association, who shall forthwith 
appoint a committee composed of three members of the associa 
tion in good standing to hear and decide the controversy, or, if 
preferred, each party to the controversy shall have the privilege 
of naming one arbitrator not necessarily a member of the asso- 
ciation. The two such named arbitrators to select a third. 

Sec. 3. The said committee shall as soon as possible after ap- 
pointment notify the parties to the dispute of a time and place 
of hearing, and shall render their decision without delay, which 
decision shall be final and binding upon both parties. 

Sec. 4. The secretary of the association shall act as secretary of 
the arbitration committee, and shall keep a book in which shall be 
entered a summary of each controversy and the award made 
thereon. Such book shall be the property of the association and 
subject to inspection of its members. 

Sec. 5. For controversies requiring not more than one hour 
for hearing no charge shall be made by the committee or by the 
association, but where two or more hearings are necessary, or 
where a longer time may be required, the arbitration committee and 
secretary shall be entitled to compensation at the rate of $2 per 
hour or part thereof for each member, estimated upon the actual 
time consumed. Each party to the controversy must declare to the 


committee when their case is closed. All arbitration expenses 





must be paid by the party against whom decision is given, unless 
otherwise agreed, or unless so ordered by the arbitrators.

Domestic goods shall be bought and sold on a basis of 2,000 
pounds to the ton. 

Foreign or imported goods of every description shall be bought 
and sold on a basis of 2,240 pounds to the ton. 

Any deviation from the above must be clearly stated in writing. 

Tare shall be reasonable and sufficient only to properly protect 
the merchandise covered; any useless or excessive tare to be 
subject to allowance. 

Moisture must be atmospheric only unless otherwise stipulated ; 
excess to be at risk of seller. 

Goods sold on standard or commercial description must be fully 
equal to recognized trading, unless otherwise specified. 

Sold f. 0. b. New York means delivered at the most convenient 
point in the city of New York, all freight rates and other con- 
tingencies to be at buyer’s risk. Goods sold “delivered” are at 
seller's risk until actually delivered to the buyer, unless otherwise 
distinctly stipulated. 

Foreign wood pulp shall be considered sold on a basis of 90 
parts absolutely dry pulp and to parts water. 

Members of this association pledge themselves at all times to 
meet the standard of quality, and endeavor as far as possible to 
standardize the leading grades. Sellers to use their best efforts to 
improve sorting and packing. Buyers to consider the origin and 
nature of the goods, the difficulty of absolute uniformity and all 
difficulties that appertain to the handling of waste and cast off 
material.

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PUBLISHERS MEET. 


The Time of Their Annual Meeting 
Given to Paper and Tariff. 


The Members of the American Newspaper Publishers’ Association 
Gathered in New York Last Week and Indorsed Work of Their 


Paper Committee—Will Not Treat With A. P. & P. A. 


The newspaper publishers of the country took another fling at 
the paper manufacturers at their annual convention in New York 
last week, and reiterated by resolution and otherwise their demand 
for free paper and pulp. Co-operating with them in their renewed 
attack on the paper industry was the Associated Press, the “news” 
trust. 

It was the twenty-third annual meeting of the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association, and there was a large attendance 
Chief among the subjects up for discussion was the paper ques- 
tion and the tariff. A vote of thanks was extended to the paper 
committee for its efforts to have the duty removed, but the vote 
was by no means unanimous. 

Since the convention it has become known that many members 
were very much opposed to certain methods employed by the com- 
mittee on paper, and so expressed themselves in the meeting. 

The topics discussed relative to the paper committee’s report 
were: 

The paper and pulp schedules of the Payne bill. 

Effect of abolition of returns upon print paper consumption and 
upon paper prices. 

Effect of the application of postal reforms upon print paper 
consumption. 

Should the association approve of a standard length of page, 
width of rolls, width of column, width of column rule, weight of 
paper, color, surface and form of contract, and, if so, what stand- 
ard should be adopted in each respect? 

Should the American Newspaper Publishers’ Association approve 
the manufacture of rolls of uniform length; that is, say, 7,000 
yards, as is done for export trade? 

Is it desirable to continue the tabulation showing dates of expira 
tions of paper contracts? 

Should the association approve the idea of open prices for news 
print paper ? 

What regulations would be helpful in maintaining the quality of 
stored paper? 

Would the establishment of a clearing house for cores be helpful 
in reducing cost of paper? 

What papers buy in the open market without contracts for any 
period ? 

Should the association approve of the idea of basing prices upon 
sales f. 0. b. mill or delivered on sidewalk? 

The report of the paper committee and various resolutions 
adopted by the association follow: 


Report of Committee on Paper. 
To the President and Board of Directors, American Newspaper 
Publishers’ Association: 

GENTLEMEN—The Committee on Paper reports progress in the 
effort to reduce the import duties on pulp and paper. The Select 
Committee of the House of Representatives appointed in April, 
1908, to investigate the pulp and paper industry unanimously 
recommended : 

First—That mechanically ground wood be placed on the free 
list. 

Second—That the import duty on news print paper costing less 
than 2% cents per pound be reduced from $6 per ton to $2 per ton. 
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Third—That the import duty on news print paper costing more 
than 2% cents per pound, and not more than 2 
be fixed at $4 per ton. 


cents per pound, 

These recommendations were made with a proviso that they 
should apply to any country, province or dependency which should 
not forbid or restrict, or tax the exports of pulp wood, ground 
wood or print paper. 

The Ways and Means Committee confirmed these recommenda- 
tions, the House of Representatives passed them, and they are 
now in abeyance in the Senate Committee on Finance 

The results of the ten months’ investigation by the Select Com- 
mittee, so far as they apply to costs of producing a ton of paper, 
the labor cost per ton of production and the living wage, were 
set forth with considerable detail in the statement made to the 
Mann, chairman of 
the Select Committee, on March 31, 1909, and by Hon. William H 
Stafford, of the same committee on April 3. 19009. 


House of Representatives by Hon. James R 
Che substance 
of these reports was that news print paper could be made more 
cheaply in the United States than in Canada. 

As a result of information furnished to the authorities by the 
Committee on Paper, the Fibre and Manila Pool was broken 
The work of that organization materially affected the price of 
news print paper. The Sulphite Pulp Association, which also in- 
fluenced news print paper prices, changed its form of organization 
in December, 1908, to avoid action by the Federal authorities 

An effort was made during the year by the Committee on Paper 
to induce publishers to reduce the waste of news print paper pro- 
duced by excessive returns, and by the use of unnecessary widths 
of rolls. 

During the year an effort was made to secure open prices for 
paper, and to end the secrecy which heretofore controlled the sale 
of paper. 

Bulletins were issued from time to time advising members of 
conditions in the paper market. 

\ table giving dates of expirations of paper supply contracts was 
compiled to promote competition among paper mills. 

A table showing the retail local price of week day newspapers 
was also issued. 

An offer to underwrite the entire output of new paper making 
machines was also made with satisfactory results. A substantial 
increase in the productive capacity of news print paper mills, and 
a check upon the power of combinations are noted. Incidentally 
it may be mentioned that the apparent agreement among paper 
makers to limit contracts to one year has been broken. 

The attention of members was directed to developments in the 
increased output of presses. 

A method of insuring uniform weight by making rolls of a 
given length, usually 7,000 yards, was brought to notice. This detail, 
which is applied to paper shipped to Australia and South America, 
enables the publisher to figure accurately and immediately the 
weight of the paper per 1,000 sheets, as well as to determine the 
character of its surfacing. 

The absence of technical skill in the paper mills and the crudity 
of methods of paper manufacture which entailed oppressive bur- 
dens upon paper users have been pointed out. It is probable, as 
an outcome of this discussion, that there will be an improvement 
in the processes of handling and of economizing paper material, 
and in the cost of production and in the quality and quantity of 
output. 

A suggestion to standardize the widths of rolls and thereby 
cheapen the cost of manufacture in some mills to the extent of 
$4 per ton, met with acquiescence by a number of publishers, and 
a recommendation will be submitted at the annual meeting for es- 
tablishing

An attempt to secure the co-operation of the American Paper 
and Pulp Association in this effort for standardization met with a 
rebuff. which is to be regretted. 

One of the amazing aspects of the paper situation is the fact 
that no paper maker had seen the possibilities of standardization 
in cheapening the cost of production. It had fallen to the lot of 
consumers to point out to manufacturers how they might reduce 
their costs to the extent of $4 per ton. News print paper manu- 
facture has grown to the volume of $50.000,000 per annum, with- 
out trade usages or standards of uniformity respecting width of 
roll or color, or surface, or quality, or method of payment, or 
time of payment. Some sales are made f. o. b. mill, some f. 0. b. 
cars at city of publication, some at sidewalk, some in press room. 
On one point only, and that against the publisher, there was con- 
certed action by manufacturers who fixed a standard of weight at 
32 pounds for 500 sheets measuring 24 by 36 inches, though many 
publishers wanted 30 pound paper, and though Government in- 
vestigators had shown that with proper workmanship. a lighter 
weight of paper would meet requirements and save $6 per ton to 
the consumer. This trade was 
largely due to the secrecy which prevailed between buyer and 
seller, and which made possible many kinds of deception and dis- 
crimination. 


absence of standards or usages 


Manufacturers lacked data about their trade, while 
buyers paid for immense quantities of paper without adequate in- 
formation of market conditions. Each newspaper was a law unto 
itself with respect to size of paper and width of roll. Manufac- 
turers adapted themselves to these differing requirements. at a 
considerable outlay for many sizes of cores upon which the rolls 
of paper were wound. A report from the members of the Amer- 
ican Newspaper Publishers’ Association shows that the 285 news- 
papers represented in the organizations used rolls of paper of 165 
different widths. Manufacturers produced on order only. 
did stock. When midsummer came with diminished 


consumption of news print paper, the manufacturer, instead of

accumulating a stock of standard sizes, shut down part of his plant 
and lost the use of the machinery which was his capital. A leading 
paper maker has estimated this extra cost imposed upon many 
paper makers by this absence of standard sizes at $4 per ton 
One hundred and sixty-nine of the 285 members of the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association use a full roll between 66 inches 
and thereof.

It is important that a publisher agree with his neighbors upun 
a common width of roll in order that they may have mutual re- 
serves and insurances against emergencies. Because of the ex- 
treme width of roll which he used one publisher had great diffi- 
culty in procuring any paper in November, 1908. 

One argument that has been used to induce publishers to buy 
from a company which had a group of mills was the point that in 
case of fire or accident it could supply its customers from its other 
mills—but if the customer uses a standard size, which every mill 
should carry in stock, all risk of delay or inconvenience would be 


removed. Standardization would enable publishers to bu 


from 
the small mill with an absolute assurance of a continuous supply, 
It is therefore an idea which vitally helps the isolated mill in com- 


peting with any group or combination of mills. 

The New York Sun by changing to 67 inch width of roll on 
August 31, 1908, saved $25,000 per annum in paper consumption, 
The Rochester Herald saved 9 per cent. in paper consumption by 
adopting the 67 inch standard. The Providence Journal by adopt- 
ing the same standard saved $3,000 per annum at an outlay of $290, 
Nearly all the California papers use the same width of roll—67 
inches. Three of the four Rochester papers recently adopted the 
67 inch standard. Nearly all the papers in and near Milwaukee 
are using the half width of the 67 inch standard. Nine New York 
papers and five Pittsburg papers use the 67 inch width. 
of the Boston papers are of the same width. 
the State of Washington. The general adoption of a 67 inch 
standard of width of rolls by publishers would be equivalent to 


an addition of 400 tons per day to the capacity of American mills.

Resolved, That the association will decline to hold any rela- 
tions with the American Paper and Pulp Association as an or- 
ganization until the resolutions adopted by that body on February 
3, 1909, shall have been expunged from its records. 

Resolved, That the American Newspaper Publishers’ Association 
approves the acts and methods of the chairman of the Committee 
on Paper. It congratulates him upon the progress thus far made 
in the work assigned to him and bids him continue upon the same 
lines. 

Resolved, That the thanks of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association are due to Herman Ridder, president, and to 
Don C. Seitz, of the Committee on Paper, for their energetic and 
successful work in behalf of pulp and paper. 


Publishers Urged to Pester Senators. 


The following minute, relating to the tariff question, was 
adopted by the American Newspaper Publishers’ Association, at 
its meeting held in New York on Thursday of last week: 


The American Newspaper Publishers’ Association, at its an- 
nual meeting in New York today, with the largest attendance 
in the history of the organization, comprising representatives of 
290 daily newspapers, instructs its secretary to telegraph and 
write immediately to each United States Senator advising him 
that the association, by a rising vote, with only three dissenters. 
earnestly urges the confirmation by the Senate of the action of 
the House of Representatives in the matter of pulp and print 
paper. 

The investigation made by the Select Committee of the House 
of Representatives, covering a pericd of ten months and_sur- 
passing in thoroughness any trade inquiry ever attempted in tariff 
history, has shown that American paper mills actually make paper 
cheaper than the most modern Canadian mill, and, therefore, 
any import duty upon print paper is in the nature of a conces- 
sion to the American mills. We are informed that the paper 
manufacturers are trying to induce the Senate to raise the rate 
of duty fixed by the Payne bill. The success of such an effort 
would prevent the possibility of an arrangement with Canada, 
which arrangement the Select Committee deemed of utmost im- 
portance in order that we might continue to obtain from that

The well matured and unanimous recommendations of the Se- 
lect Committee, composed of representatives of both political 
parties, have safeguarded the interests of paper makers and con- 
sumers against the possibility of hostile action by Canada. 

We protest against any procedure which will ignere the work 
and results of the House Committee’s investigation, and which 
by provoking a trade war and stopping the exportation of pulp 
wood from Canada may bring great loss to American newspapers 
and destruction to American forests. 

For a period of years the American newspapers have been the 


victims of paper combinations, mergers, corners, discriminations 
and secrecy in paper quotations. The failure of paper makers 
to employ technical skill in the operation of their plants has 


increased the burdens of consumers. We want to put an end 
to these abuses by broadening the market and by stopping schemes 
such as that planned in the creation of the International Paper 
Company, which aimed to destroy competition and to give value 
to a collection of antiquated mills by bringing them under one con- 
trol with 7,000 square miles of timber land and undeveloped water 
powers to the extent of 194,000 horse power. We object to these 
gigantic speculations at our expense. 

Every obligation which the paper maker owed to the Govern- 
ment as a tariff beneficiary has been violated. Newspapers have 
been forced to bear the burdens of frequent fluctuations and arti- 
ficial stimulation of paper prices. The publishers ask fair treat- 
ment.

This being the case, the National Association 
would not suffer if we made a flat rate of $425. Such a rate would 
enable us to meet all our obligations and would eliminate what 
some of our members, and non-members, too, consider an objec- 
tionable feature—the tax of $25 per member to the National Asso- 
ciation.

“It seems to me that if we could secure other members on a 
basis of differential dues our standing with the National Associa- 
tion might not suffer and we would greatly strengthen our own 
work through an increase of membership. As a matter of fact, it 
is the members we want, not their money. There are various 
methods of solving the problem of differential dues and the most 
feasible one might be to base the dues on the commercial rating. 

“A second method would be to send out a strong, crisp letter 
on some special topic of business, this to go out every month to 
both members and non-members. It would keep the latter in- 
formed of the fact that we, the association, are alive and are really 
accomplishing something, and once we can prove that and demon- 
strate that we can be of service we will begin to have a waiting 
list. ; 

“Third, Dining Club. A third method and perhaps one of the 
most important has been mentioned here before—the formation 
of a dining club. I believe this would be of inestimable benefit in 
knitting our association into a compact body, as I firmly believe 
the basis, the foundation of all association work must be the fre- 
quent meetings of the members socially.

Trade is experiencing its customary end of the month dullness, 
although orders from stock were of fair volume during the first 
twenty days.

Sales of wrapping papers have improved with the 
weather, and some of the coarse paper jobbers are complaining 
of slow mill deliveries. When the Western mills lowered prices 
on manilas and fibres the 1st of April the volume of orders proved 
very satisfactory; so much so that the manufacturers deemed it 
expedient to withdraw the low prices rather than to be over- 
loaded. Book papers exhibited a little additional strength during 
the week, but not sufficiently to delay shipments. News print and 
box board continue weak, because of overproduction, as compared 
with the demand. There is an absence of orders for future de- 
livery, and as long as the consumers buy only for immediate re- 
quirements it is impossible to predict a week ahead as to the de- 
mand. Fortunately, the orders, while small, have been sufficiently 
numerous to keep the mills in operation and the jobbers fairly 
busy.

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MILL WORKERS URGED TO PROTEST. 


The Vital Interest Which All Mill Men Have in the Outcome of 
the Tariff Agitation Should Impel Them to Do What 
They Can to Influence Legislation. 


Thomas Mellor, ex-secretary of the International Brotherhood 
of Paper Makers, has sent out a circular letter to all workers in 
the mills calling attention to the necessity of immediate action on 
the part of the workmen if they hope to prevent a lowering of 
wages, which will certainly take place should the proposed tariff 
changes be enacted into law. Mr. Mellor’s letter follows: 

It affects you, Mr. Workman: 

No doubt you are keeping in touch with the great question that 
is of vital importance to the paper and pulp industry, namely, the 
tariff question. I feel I do not have to call to your attention the 
serious results to you, as a workman, should the Senate approve 
the bill as passed by the House. 

You are entirely familiar with the condition of the paper maker 
in the United States, compared with the paper maker in foreign 
countries. It should be evident to you that if the United States 
Government is going to put the duty on paper and pulp on a basis 
where the foreigner can come into our markets and undersell the 
products of the American workman, the manufacturer must devise 
way by 
business. 

The paper manufacturer is doing all he possibly can to fight 
the unjust attitude of the men who desire to lower the tariff on 
news paper and wood pulp, because they fully realize that it will 
ruin their industry should the present rate of tariff be disturbed. 
It will mean that a great many communities that are now up to 
date and prosperous on account of the paper industries in their 
midst must have a great set-back, and that the workers in these 
mills must find another line of employment or emigrate to the 
country that can give them work at their own trade. 

The mills that are at this time in a position to stand the strain 
of foreign competition will immediately devise ways and means 
whereby they can profitably compete with their foreign rival. The 
ingredients that go into the manufacture of paper, as you must 
know, would not be reduced to aid the paper manufacturer to 
profitably meet competition of the foreigner; then the great ques- 
tion that confronts you as a workman is, “Will the removing of 
the duty on paper and pulp hurt me?” 

You need not spend a great deal of time discussing this matter. 
Just think of this one fact: The foreigner can, if some newspaper 
publishers have their way, send paper into the United States at 
$4 per ton cheaper than he is doing now. You very well know 
that hundreds of tons of paper come into the American market 
at the present time, and in all cases undersell the American product. 
Just think what it will mean if $4 per ton is taken from the present 
rate of duty. There is not a manufacturer of news paper in the 
United States who can successfully compete with the foreign 
product and manage his business under the present conditions; 
therefore, a complete change will have to be brought about. In- 
stead of the American idea of doing business, the European method 
will have to be adopted and the results will be longer hours and 
lower wages. 

Mr. Workman, you know this to be a fact; therefore, you should 
not be idle. Become active at once. If perchance you have any 
political influence, use it. Agitate the matter all you can. Let your 
voice be raised in protest against this proposed outrage on the 
industry you are part and parcel of. Remember that some few 
publishers, who are directly to blame for the agitation against 
the present rate of tariff, in the hope of hitting a few paper man- 
ufacturers, are striking a serious blow against your homes and 
prospects. 

If perchance the tariff on news paper is changed from the present

rate of $6 to $2, the foreigner can send paper into the United States 
and sell it $4 per ton cheaper than he now does, and make the 
same profit as he has been doing at the old tariff rate. 

A fact in particular I wish to deeply impress upon your mind is 
that the $4 per ton more than represents the profit the American 
manufacturer makes on a ton of paper. In proof of my contention, 
I refer you to the Pulp and Paper Investigation Committee’s re- 
ports at Washington, D. C. Can you afford to be idle and let the 
Senators from your State permit such a condition to be brought 
about?

Ortrawa, April 26, 1909.—A report from E. D. Arnaud, Canadian 
Trade Commissioner in Newfoundland, confirms the story of Wil- 
liam R. Hearst having purchased a spruce area in that colony for 
production of paper. Mr, Arnaud writes the Governmert: 

“T have been informed by reliable authority that an agreement 
has been entered into between the Colonial Government and W. R. 
Hearst, of New York, by which the latter has secured an area of 
1.000 square miles of pulp wood lands in the vicinity of Bay 
d’Espoir, Hermitage Bay, South Coast, Newfoundland. The inten- 
tion is to construct extensive pulp and paper mills costing $10.000,- 
000, with a capacity of 400 to 600 tons per day. Mr. Hearst will 
employ from 2,000 to 3,000 men and his annual wage bill is esti- 
mated at $2,000,000. He proposes to run steamers from the island 
to New York to convey the product to the United States, one of 
ihe advantages being that this Newfoundland harbor is open the 
year round.” Mr. Arnaud’s statement is taken to be absolutely cor- 
rect here.

The Tariff Commission Idea Growing. 

The expected official indorsement this week of the tariff com- 
mission plan by the New York Chamber of Commerce will make 
a strong impression throughout the country in favor of having 
all tariff matters adjusted by a board of experrs. As commer- 
cial bodies in the various sections of the country have already 
gone on record as favoring such a plan, it seems as if the time 
were opportune for the American Paper and Pulp Association to 
declare itself. The fact, too, that the disturbance over the paper 
and pulp schedules is traceable to one source should render the 
commission plan a welcome relief for paper men. By means of it 
the entanglements of politics and the power of the press, now 
used against the industry, would be eliminated; likewise the argu- 
ment that the penny papers spread knowledge at a loss to their 
publishers. 

The chaotic state of the pending revision and the seeming im- 
possibility of the House and Senate reaching an early agreement, 
all of which means millions of dollars wasted, render this the 
best time ever for advocating a change in the methods of tariff 
revision. The absolute impossibility of the legislators informing 
themselves on the industries of the country so as to vote wisély 
on a tariff bill is the best argument in favor of leaving such mat- 
ters to men who have made a life study of the various branches 
of commerce. If the legislators are as ignorant about other lines 
as they have shown themselves about the paper industry, there is 
little hope of a sensible readjustment of the tariff schedules. 

The agitation for a tariff commission of experts acting in an 
advisory capacity to Congress is now a national movement. In 
New York city all the important commercial organizations are 
on record as favoring the plan. In view of its strong backing, 
something good may confidently be expected to come of the move- 


ment 


Mill Supply Men Adopt Trade Rules. 


The rules for arbitration and the rules of trade now 


formally 
adopted by the Associated Dealers in Paper Mill Supplies of New 
York go to show how much improvement has been made in that 
line of trade within the past few years. Instead of -all hands 
working at cross purposes as heretofore, nearly every cause of 
trouble can be avoided or settled by living up to the rules of the 
organization. This not only applies to the relations of the stock 
dealer with the large or small packer, but also to the dealings 
which the supply man has with the paper manufacturers. As 
these disagreements have been the most burdensome part of the 
mill supply business, their elimination will render that branch of 
trade a tolerable pursuit for a man with ordinary nerves. Under 
the new rules, however, the old timers in the stock business will

Answer to Question No. 169—To Make Fine Writing, Blue Shade. 

To make a fine writing paper of blue shade the writer would 
instruct the beaterman to beat the stock as slow and as uniform 
as possible, and to add his alum, size and color at a certain time, so 
as to guarantee uniformity in these respects. The stock should 
be beaten for a limited time, and should not under any circum- 
stances be cut by action of beater roll. At least ten hours should 
be consumed in the beating of this stock. 

On the machine the wire shake must be looked to to accomplish 
much toward knitting the fibres together and properly closing them 
so as to produce the best possible strength and uniformity. The 
speed of the machine should be slow enough to run the paper 
without trouble from crush or suction boxes. The felts should be 
positively clean and the press levers should carry heavy weight. 
The drying should be gradual and not forced. The temperature of 
the size in the machine size tub should be kept at a uniform tem- 
perature. And all draws on the machine should be slack as 
possible. 

To make the paper unfadeable a high priced ultramarine blue 
should be used and rather an excess of alum than not enough.

A Synopsis of the Contents of Leading Articles Which Appeared 


in the Technical Journals Within the Past Two Years—Sub- 
jects Treated Include Boiling, Bleaching, Sizing and Dyeing.

In a most interesting compilation, published by the 


provements and developments recorded by the leading technical 
journals during the years 1907 and 1908, affecting the boiling, bleach 
ing, sizing and dyeing of paper materials. These improvements 
have in some cases been made for a special purpose, while in others 
they have been the outcome of an organized system of experiments, 
such as have been suggested by the Society of Cellstuff and Paper 
Chemists 
SOILING. 

Boiling with alkaline lyes for the purpose of cleaning materials 
(such as rags) forms part of the work to be dealt with. There 
has been, however, no cleat idea of the advantages to be derived 
from the use of lime, soda and caustic alkalies alone, or in com- 
pounds. nor from the addition of other substances, in accordance 
with the description and condition of the rags. In a recent treatis« 
were, however. discussed the relative advantages of alkaline lyes, 
ammonia and volatile carburetted hydrogen, being added to the 
lye of lime, which forms the chief boiling agent. Another writer 
contributed general explanations as to the comparative advantages 
of spherical and cylindrical boilers, and as to the amount and 
distribution of the milk of lime added. 

Finally, W. Ebert in articles on the manufacture of “half stuffs” 
from rags dealt with the process of cleaning, proposing to in- 
vestigate the changes of electrical conductivity as a means of 
defining the progress of the boiling. This suggestion is based on 
the practice of the textile ‘ndustry. 


; BLEACHING. 

The results of tests made by J. Nussbaum and W. Ebert dealt 
with the advisability and extent of acid additions to bleaching 
fluids; likewise treating of cold and hot bleaching, strength of lve, 
and the effect of bleaching fluids electrolytically prepared, in com- 
parison with that of chloride of lime solution. The object in 
view was to attain the best possible results at the smallest expense, 
and with the least injury to the material being treated. 

Dr. Schwalbe has of late contributed various articles of interest. 
That on the. “Proportion of Chlorine in Bleached Sulphite Pulp” 
discussed the question whether the process of bleaching is accom- 
panied by a chlorification of the fibrous particles, and whether this 
operation is promoted by acid reaction and heat. He found that 
no important quantities of products of the chlorification of cellu- 
lose were to be found in the fibres, even after the use of an exces- 
sive quantity of bleaching agent. In the second treatise, “Cold and 
Hot Bleaching,” explanations were given of the loss in the quantity 
of the bleaching agent through the formation of chlorates, and the 
supposed injury to the quality of the material through hot bleach- 
ing, the conclusion being reached that alkaline hot bleaching is quite 
harmless, there being in any case a loss through the formation 
of chlorates. In his third treatise on “Alkaline and Acid Bleach- 
ing,” it was considered whether the acceleration of the bleaching 
action, which takes place when acids are used, is allied with a 
marked increase of reductive properties of the fibre, the quality 
being thus undeniably affected. The fourth article, on “The Influ- 
ence of Salt on the Speed of Bleaching,” dealt with the proportion 
of common salt in the electrolytic bleaching solutions under con- 
sideration. 

In the experiments of Clayton Beadle and Dr. Stevens, the sub- 
ject of the “Influence of Accelerating Agents on the Bleaching of 
Cotton and Wood Cellstuff” was dealt with. These experiments 


sc icles taal 
formed an extension of those made by Nussbaum and Ebert, 
which had been applied only to sulphite pulp. Sulphuric acid was 
found to be the best accelerating agent. 

“Electrolysis in the Service of Pulp Bleaching” was the subject 
of an address by Herr Dorenfeldt at the general meeting of the 
Society of Cellstuff and Paper Chemists in 1906. His remarks in- 
cluded a survey of the utility and profit of various systems for the 
production of electrolytic bleaching lyes, the result being that the 
Hargreaves-Bird process, by which chlorine and soda are obtained, 
is superior to every other process as to profit. 

Valuable communications as to working experiences, consump- 
tion of power, injurious sub-reactions. etc., were made by A. Ahlin 
and F. Bruk at the above society's general meeting in 1907. Among 
controversial expressions affecting the comparative advantages of 
various processes of electric bleaching were the treatise of Wagner 
and their discussion by Schuckert & Co. and W. Engelhardt 

With regard to proposed improvements in the bleaching of paper 
pulp, some of them are patented, their practical value having still to 
be demonstrated. The process of A. Gagedois, of Don, near Lille, 
France (for which a German patent was granted), was based on 
the bleaching of pulp by alkali peroxide, which has been found 
very successful as a means of extracting the color from rags and 
crude fibres, where other bleaching agents have failed, brilliant 
white pulp being thereby produced. 

Reference is made to a German patent granted to L. K. Bohm, 
of New York, for saturating pulp with oxalic or tartaric acid, then 
bleaching with a magnesia solution. 

Among sundry patents quoted in connection with this group 
was one granted to Ernst Kolb for the production of white print- 
ing paper from brown ground wood, as well as one. issued to Dr. 
Carl G. Schwalbe for making white ground wood from steamed 
or boiled raw material. 

Observations were reported by Dr. von Posanner on the “Spon- 
taneous Combustion of Chloride of Lime,” as well as by Hugo 
Severin on “Bleaching with Fluid Chlorine.” An anonymous 
writer, writing on “False Economy in Bleaching,” called attention. 
to the disadvantages of supplementary bleaching in the pulp chest. 

SIZING. 

Of recent years the advanced value of American rosin has pro- 
moted endeavors to find new sources of supply. Expectations in 
this respect have been up to the present disappointed, so far as 
the German colonies are concerned. 

The Association of Silesian Paper Manufacturers has been try- 
ing to induce the Association of German Paper Manufacturers to 
offer a prize for an artificial rosin. From papers on that sub- 
ject the question would seem to have engaged the attention of 
scientists, the best prospects being in connection with the idea of 
producing rosin by the polimerization of aldehydes. The solution 
of the problem, therefore, mainly depends on the sufficiently eco- 
nomical production of such derivates. 

For meeting the difficulties as to rosin supply various other pro- 
posals have been made, two of which call for special notice. One 
of these is to find substances the effects of which correspond with 
those of rosin. The other is to replace the use of rosin by that 
of other substances different in composition, but exercising the 
effects needed in papers where rosin is not absolutely required, and 
is only used as a matter of custom. 

Stearic acid amid has been made for fine papers by the Hansa 
Chemical Works by a new and economical process. Moreover, the 
use of the amids of higher sebacic acids was patented some years 
ago by Herr Miiller-Jacobs. A waste product of soda cellstuff 
manufacture has been introduced under the name of “fluid rosin” 
by a Swedish concern. The extent to which this article can be 
directly used is connected with the question of why it has not hither- 
to been found possible to obtain a durable sizing on paper by 
means of oily and fatty water repellent substances.

Among new patents in this 
line are those of L. W. Seeser, for the manufacture from two com 
bined layers of pulp of wall and other surface coverings. The 
color manufacturing firm of Meister, Lucius & Bruning has ob- 
tained a patent for the production of colored figured papers on the 
machine. The same firm has been granted a patent for the addi- 
tion of coloring substances to pulp by precipitation of metallic salts 
and of alumina in a very finely divided conditions. 

By this new process a large number of dyestuffs at present in- 
applicable to the coloring of pulp will be rendered available for 
that purpose, the result being the production of a number of 
brilliant yet fast acid and azo colors suitable for the paper indus- 
try. The refuse waters are colorless, or nearly so, particularly 
when great strength of color has been attained. 

Dr. C. G. Schwalbe has been awarded a patent for the coloring 
and printing of paper (particularly wall paper). By this method 
the paper is sprinkled or saturated with 8 naphthol soap solu- 
tions, either free from alkali or containing only a limited quantity 
of same. This step is taken in view of the property of 8 naphthol 
to dissolve in soap. After drying, development takes place in a 
diazo solution or printing with thickened diazo solutions follows. 
In this way “ice colors” are produced, with marked properties of 
resistance to light and water. 

Professor Julius Hubner, of Manchester, has published a treatise 
on “Experimental Investigations Into the Process of Dyeing,” in 
which he expresses the view that the processes of dyeing are only 
attributable to physical or mechanical absorption. In the illustra- 
tive references, all the important groups of coloring substances 
are represented by tests of vegetable and animal fibres, as well as 
of other porous substances, such as graphite, porcelain clay, 
charcoal, ete.

Object to Cutting Live Trees on State Lands. 

ALBANY, April 26, 1909.—Declaring that the question of the pre- 
servation of the forests of the State was of more importance than 
the building of the Erie Canal, and that the forests are of 
great value to New York as the coal mines are to Pennsylvania, 
James S. Whipple, State Forest, Fish and Game Commissioner, ap- 
peared before the Senate Judiciary Committee on Wednesday of 
last week in opposition to a concurrent resolution of Assembly- 
man Woods proposing an amendment to the constitution empower 
ing the Legislature to provide for the removal of dead and fallen 
trees, as well as ripe timber on State forest lands. 

Mr. Whipple said he favored the removal of dead timber, but 
was opposed to the cutting of healthy trees. He said the State 
should own the Adirondacks and the Catskills because of the neces- 
sity of conserving the water for power purposes.

He pointed out 
that hundreds of thousands of dollars could be realized by the 
State by cutting and sale of dead timber, but that to cut the ripe 
timber would seriously damage the State’s timberlands. He ad- 
vocated the establishing of cottages in the Adirondacks which 
could be leased by the State. 

The bill was also opposed by Frederick Townsend, representing 
the Association for the Protection of the Adirondacks. Assem- 
blyman Woods, the introducer, was the only one to appear in 
favor of the measure.

The object of the present invention is to provide an arrange- 
ment in rotating straining cylinders, by which the incompletely 
filtered water from a greater or less part of the circumference of 
the cylinder can be collected separately and at the same time the 
size of this part can be adjusted at any time during working. 

The invention consists chiefly in the combination with a straining 
cylnder having a filtering cloth, of laths set at an angle to the 
respective radius, and a conduit placed within the cylinder in such 
a position as to collect the water percolating through the upper 
part of the downwardly moving side of the cylinder. Suitably, the 
conduit is mounted in such a manner as to be adjustable about the 
axis of the cylinder. Preferably, the conduit is provided with a 
double bottom so that samples may be taken from the conduit 
formed by the lower bottom, which will thus be situated between 
the part of the strainer collecting water incompletely freed from 
fibres and the part of said strainer through which the water is 
led off. By such samples it may be determined how the conduit is 
to be adjusted. Further, the straining cylinder may be provided 
with an open ring extending around about the said cylinder, said 
ring being adapted to lead the water elevated by the upwardly 
moving part of the cylinder between the laths and the filtering 
cloth to the bottom of the cylinder. 


Puts Relief-like Effects on the Moist Web. 
Kuno Franz, of Héchst-on-the-Main, Germany, has been granted 
United States Patent No. 918,525 


for a device whereby relief-like 


ee 
effects can be made in the web of paper while it is still moist and 
on the wire-cloth or the wet felt. This is done by means of pat- 
terns in elevations and depressions by means of rollers on which 
are corresponding patterns in deeply engraved relief, and there is 
then sprayed on the web a dye solution from nozzles, arranged in 
or the dye solu 
tion is applied by means of felts which dip at one end in a color 
bath and trail on the paper web. Only the elevations are dyed, and 
the more so the higher they are, whereas the depressions as well as 
the places behind the elevations remain uncolored. A certain re- 
lief-like effect is thus produced, so that after treatment the paper 
presents a good imitation of crocodile leather, plaited or wicker 
work and the like. The effect may be enhanced by applying to or 
spraying on the web different dye solutions. It is best to place the 
roller for impressing the pattern on a part of the wire-cloth or the 
wet felt, where the paper web is already desiccated in larg: 
measure; it is also advantageous to arrange beneath the wire 
cloth or felt opposite the roller a suction box which helps to pre 
vent the paper pulp from sticking to the roller.

To Use Spent Hops in Making Boards. 

George W. Downs, of Newark, N. J., has been granted United 
States patent No. 918,740 for making boards out of spent hops, 
such as have been used by brewers, and from which the bitter prop- 
erties have been extracted. The entire body of the hops, includ- 
ing leaves, seeds and kernels, is used. The kernels, when properly 
reduced, form an adhesive paste, which is useful as a binder in 
cementing the fibres together. 

The paper or board produced from such spent hops is of a light 
porous character, quite thick for its weight, and of a springy, elas 
tic character, thereby admirably fitting it for use where a board or 
paper having such qualifications is desired, for instance, as a car- 
pet lining, for which use it may, if desired, be corrugated. 

Should it be deemed advisable either one or both sides of the 
product may be lined, in which latter case the said hop board or 
paper would form merely the centre, but its valuable properties 
would still be evident. If a stronger product be desired a pro-

Another Ironing and Finishing Device. 

Alfred M. Meincke, of Winchester. Mass., has been granted 
United States Patent No. 910,409. 

This invention has for its object to interpose between the drying 
cvlinders and the calender of the paper making machine or be- 
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tween the drying cylinders thereof, suitable ironing devices, which 
act to lay down the surface fibres, first on one side and then on the 
other side of the web, without substantially compressing the 
web, before it enters the calender, the web, at such time, not being 
thoroughly dry. The fibres are laid down and pointed in a direc- 
tion opposite to the direction of movement of the web. The 
web having its surface fibres thus laid down is in much better 
condition to be engaged and acted upon by the calender rolls 
and by said rolls to be substantially compressed. 

The invention also has for its object that improvement in the 
art of paper making which consists in laying down the fibres on 
the surface of the web, without substantially compressing it and 
subsequently substantially compressing the web having its surface 
fibres thus laid down 


A Device That Helps in Drying and Finishing. 

Bernice J. Noyes, of Boston, Mass., has been granted United 
States Patent No. 916,482, on an improved form of a drying ap- 
paratus. The patent has been assigned to Thaxter N. Tripp, 
trustee, of Lynn, Mass. In addition to drying it, the sheet is 
partially finished at the same time. 

In carrying out this invention the drying and ironing device is 
movable in the direction of movement of the web, and has a 





curved surface over which the web is drawn. It may be made 
as a cylinder, and means provided for revolving it at a speed at 
variance to the velocity of the moving web, as for instance, the 
surface speed of the cylinder may be less than the velocity 
of the web, or it may be more, depending upon which way it is 
desired to lay the fibres, but in either event the direction of move- 
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ment of the drying and ironing device is in the direction of 
movement of the web. At least two drying and ironing devices 
will be employed, which are arranged to engage the opposite sides 
of the paper and to deflect it. The drying and ironing devices 
are adjustable with respect to the paper, to vary the extent of 
deflection, so that the drying and ironing action may be varied. 

The web from the drying cylinders of a Fourdrinier machine 
may be delivered to the drying and ironing apparatus forming the 
subject matter of this application and subsequently to the calender 
or to a winder. 


Machine for Facing Corrugated Paper. 

Patent No. 917,503 has been granted to George W. Swift, Jr, 
of Bordentown, N. J., for improvements in machines for facing 
corrugated paper. 

The machine comprises endless belts of flexible sheet metal hay- 
ing opposed runs between which the paper webs are fed; means 
for drying said webs comprising opposed stationary heaters em- 
bracing said belt runs; means arranged to feed the webs at a con- 
stant rate; shearing mechanism comprising rotary knives arranged 
to cut the final web sheets of different lengths; gearing operatively 
connecting said feeding mechanism with said shearing mechanism, 
changeable to vary the length of time required for a complete 
revolution of said knives, and means comprising a pair of elliptical 
gears, arranged to make the peripheral speed of said knives mo- 
mentarily equal to the speed of said web during the shearing 
operation, regardless of variation in the time of revolution of said 
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knives. Moreover, means to vary the space between said heaters 
in correspondence with the required thickness of the final multiple 
paper web are provided, and means adjustably connecting said 
heaters with a steam supply, permitting such variation in the space 
between said heaters without disconnection of the steam conduits; 
such means comprising pipes extending from the upper heater in 
telescopic connection with pipes leading to the steam supply. 

At the annual meeting of the Flower City Tissue Mills Com- 
pany directors and officers were elected as follows: Joseph H. 
Weiss, president; Philip H. Yawman, vice president; William F. 
Shafer, secretary; Frank J. Schwalb, treasurer; Frank A. Mur- 
phy, auditor.

The 
contract originally taken by Mosher & Summers, and known as 
Contract 10, which was subsequently sublet to the Fulton Contract- 
ing Company, has been taken over by the McDermott Construction 
Company. ‘The McDermott Company has headquarters at Wash- 
ington, D. C., and Philadelphia, Pa., and is a large firm carrying 
on extensive operations. The work in Fulton has been under 
way nearly three years, and is about 24 per cent. completed. It is 
believed that operations will now proceed with greater vigor than 
before. The Fulton manufacturers will welcome the speedy com- 
pletion of the contract as interruptions to their use of water power 
have been frequent and costly.

Again with the coking method of firing the pile of coke pre- 
vents the fireman from knowing when the right time comes for 
pushing the coke back onto the bed, and consequently the fire is 
often very thin at the back end, and too much air is admitted. 
The underfeed mechanical stoker allows no thin parts, the fuel 
covering well the tuyeres. 

While hand firing, skillfully done, often produces excellent re- 
sults by the coking or alternate methods of firing, yet all firemen 
are not skiflful, and even the best are liable to become weary of 
the hard work. 

It is obvious that for the best results the air should be supplied 
at a constant rate, likewise the fuel, in order that large volumes 
of gas may not be evolved in a short period of time. Also there 


should be an intimate mixture of the air and the gas from the fuel, 
These conditions, which make for the best economy, are evidently 
found with mechanical stokers, and more especially with the “Tay- 
lor” underfeed type, for with this form the liberated gases must 
pass through the incandescent coal and be completely consumed. 
The two desired conditions—constant air supply and mixture of 
“Taylor” stoker. In 
this type the green or uncoked fuel is fed under coked and burning 
fuel, while at the same time the entire fuel bed is moved by

The “Taylor” stoker consists of a series of inclined retorts or 
fuel magazines, supported upon a blast box or reservoir. The 
inclined air ducts or tuyere boxes are capped with specially formed 
tuyeres, through which air is forced into the fuel. 

The coal descends from the hopper above to powerful cylindrical 
rams. There are two rams to each retort. The upper ram receives 
the coal from the hopper and forces it into the top of the retort. 
The lower ram receives its charge only as the coal descends from 
the upper ram, and it feeds just a sufficient quantity to maintain 
an even depth of fuel bed. The stroke of this ram can be readily 
adjusted to properly burn any coal. 

The rams are actuated by connecting links and bell cranks, 
which are driven by crank shafts. The crank shafts are, in turn, 
connected through the double worm gearing with a speed shaft, 
which is driven by the engine operating the blower. 

The dumping plates, which are a combination dump and fire 
guard, are hung on the rear of the wind box. They are operated 
from the front of the stoker by means of a shaft, lever and link. 
These plates are dropped by disengaging a pawl and catch in the 
connecting link. They are raised by a hand lever, and the pawl 
engages automatically when they are in position. 

The

The crank shafts are in 
tions, connected by universal couplings, and are secured to the 
main driving wheel in the power box by companion flanges, which 
are easily disconnected. 


Extreme simplicity is the chief feature of the apparatus.

The power box is a complete unit with re- 
movable covers and caps of ample size, and with all driving gears 
interchangeable. The tuyeres are all interlocking, and no bolts are 
required to hold them in place. The dumping plates are made in 
sections, and can be taken off by removing the keepers. 

The stoker is driven by a positive connection from the main 
blower engine, which is of ample size to drive all the stokers of 
an installation. This eliminates the individual steam units, piping, 
leaky glands, valves, etc. 

The remarkable durability of the “Taylor” stoker can be ascribed 
to the following: protection from the heat, elimination of large 
frictional resistances, and massiveness of the vital parts. 

The most important consideration is that the cast iron parts of 
the furnace are at all times protected by green fuel. As a further 
protection, all fuel supporting parts—tuyeres, coal plates, etc.—are 
air cooled, and there are no moving parts in the furnace. 

Wear of the moving parts is reduced to a minimum, as the speed 
of the crank shafts and plungers is extremely slow (approximately 
two minutes for each revolution), and the power box reduction 
gears run in a bath of oil. 

The crank shafts are of open hearth steel. The stoker is fur- 
ther protected from possible breakage by the insertion of a special 
shearing pin between the driving clutch and sprocket wheel on the 
speed shaft. These pins are of known strength, carefuly tested,

PERFECT COMBUSTION. 


The air enters through a large tuyere area and is furnished at 
low pressure. This insures a thorough mixture of the gases, and 
therefore complete combustion. Any blowpipe action, which is the 
result of high air pressure and a comparatively small area of com- 
bustion, is entirely eliminated. There are no holes in the fire, and 
it follows from this that the air necessary to support combustion 
can closely approach the theoretically correct amount. 

The fact that the inclined furnace construction permits a large 
number of retorts to be placed side by side eliminates the necessity 


of rows of burning fuel and dying refuse. This results in a ck an, 
even fire across the entire width of the boiler. 

The reduced amount of coal burned per retort also prolongs the 
life of the furnace and decreases the necessary speed of all the 
moving parts. It further allows more time for coking, an essen- 
tial feature for the smokeless combustion of high volatile coal 

Air is supplied to the stoker by a volume blower, which is, in 
fact, an essential feature of this system of stoking, as it is this 
which permits a proper regulation of the supply that is impossible 
with natural draft. 

By the analysis:of continuous samples of flue gas from each 
boiler, the proper ratio between the air and the coal supplied is 
determined. Once settled, the relative speeds of the blower and 
stoker are fixed, and as they are direct connected by countershafts 
ana chain drives there is no possibility of imperfect regulation. 
This scientific determination of the amounts of air and coal to 
be used guarantees the highest possible efficiency. 

In modern power plant practice it is now a generally accepted 
fact that boilers have a practically constant efficiency far in ex- 
cess of the builder's rating. It is further conceded that their ap- 
parent lack of efficiency at high ratings has been due to improper 
furnace conditions. : 

The furnace conditions with the “Taylor” stoker are such that 
a range of 200 per cent. and over of rated boiler capacity is readily 
attainable. In this stoker the ability to burn efficiently the maxi- 
mum amount of coal per hour is made possible by the use of a 
large number of retorts per boiler.

By the use of this stoker sudden demands on the boiler requir- 
ing extreme rates of combustion are readily met, as a heavy fire is 
carried at all times. Further, it is possible to meet a demand for 
steam from a banked condition, due to the large body of red hot 
coke.

A New Dam Causes Day’s Debate in Legislature. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., April 26, 1909.—The action of the Menasha 
Paper Company in building a dam across the Flambeau River and 
then asking the State’s permission for it precipitated a day’s de- 
bate last week in the Wisconsin legislature. The legislature in 
this State meets ordinarily but once in two years, and manifestly 
it has not always been possible to hold up a new manufacturing and 
water power proposition until the legislature could give a charter 
for the dam. It has always been customary to build the dam first 
and ask permission afterwards, and the granting of permission has 
always been little more than a formality. Since the legislature at 
the present session began the “investigation” of Isaac Stephenson's 
expenditures in carrying the primary election for the nomination 
for United States Senator, it has been disposed to look more 
closely than ever before for ulterior motives in all requested legis- 
lation, and especially in all legislation affecting water powers. The 
opinion is gaining ground as the days go by, however, that the 
legislature will not be so foolish as to tax water power in this 
State, which would certainly put a quietus upon all projected man- 
ufacturing enterprises operated by water power. Fox RIveR.

Paper Industry in British India, 

Consul General William H. Michael, of Calcutta, writes that there 
are eight paper mills in operation in British India, and that most 
of the white and blue foolscap and much of the blotting paper, note 
paper and envelopes used in the Government offices are obtained 
from the Indian mills. Nevertheless, the native mills produce 
only about one-third of the entire amount consumed, and this in 
spite of the fact that India has better and cheaper raw material 
than most paper manufacturing countries. ' 


Colonel Greene Sells His Mexican Limits. 
PoRTLAND, Ore., April 26, 1909.—The purchase of the entire tim- 
ber holdings of Col. W. C. Greene, in Mexico, by a syndicate of 
San Francisco and New York capitalists, is reported. The tract is 
about 60 miles wide: by 120 miles long, and lies just south of the 
international boundary line in the State of Chihuahua. On it are 
15,000,000,000 feet of yellow pine. 


The Ontario government has decided to dispose of one thousand 
acres of the Gillies timber limit for mining claims. There are 
sixty-four thousand acres in the limit, so that the timber owners 
will have some time yet to clear off the timber from the rest of 
the limit.
